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ABSTRACT 

As producer of one of the earliest, most economical, 
and frequently searched machine-readable databases, the Educational 
Resources Information Center (ERIC) has been frequently studied and 
has figured heavily in the growth of online searching and in 
evaluations of the relatively new medium of bibliographic databases 
on compact disk (CD-ROM). This annotated bibliography represents the 
results of a comprehensive search for documents and journal articles 
written about ERIC published from 1960 through 1992. It contains 689 
citations (574 referring to items in the ERIC database and 115 to 
items not in the database), adding 182 new citations to those listed 
in previous editions. The bibliography is arranged in descending 
order of accession number, with the most recent material listed 
first. Document resumes are included for entries in "Resources in 
Education*' one of ERIC's two monthly publications, and journal 
article resumes are included for entries from the other monthly 
publication, "'Current Index to Journals in Education." Subject, 
author, and institution indexes are included. An addendum lists 
references to items not in the ERIC database. ERIC clearinghouses and 
other network components are listed, and an order form is included 
for the ERIC Document Reproduction Service.

The Edicati()nal Resources Information Center (ERIC) began operations in the eariy 1960's. Since that time, 
there has been a steady production of literature about ERIC. As one of the eariiest, most economical, and frequently 
searched databases, ERIC played a major role in the dramatic growth of online searching. As one of the first major 
bibiiograirfiic databases to be offered on onnpact disk (CD-ROM), ERIC has figured heavily in the evaluations made 
by librarians and finformation scientists of this relatively new medium. These factors have contributed to the large 
volume of articles and documents written about ERIC. 

These materiiUs approach ERIC in many different ways, e.g.: 

• Documents of historical interest in the development of ERIC; 

• **How to*" items, whose object is to initiate the user into the ERIC system, or some aspect of the system; 

• Cross-database comparisons involving ERIC and one or more other databases; 

• User surveys, measuring user satisfaction, user awareness, user needs, etc.; 

• Evaluations of ERIC performance; 

• Descriptiovis of pai'^cular computer search programs or effoits involving the ERIC database; 

• ERIC in tlie larger context of educational R&D dissemination; 

• Reviews of ERIC practices, products, or results; 

• How to tf^h ERIC; 

• ERIC Thesaurus and indexing vocabulary development; 

• ERIC relations to some subset of the educational community; 

• Microforms as ERIC's document delivery methodology; 

• ERIC'S current attributes, size, products, etc.; 

• Measuring the extent to which ERIC covers the educational literature, or some subset thereof; 

• ERIC'S influence on educational information systems in other countries; 

• Future directions for ERIC; 

• Oversight and review of ERIC. 
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Documents and articles where ERIC is the subject matter are of interest from several points of view. They will 
often answer a user's question about ERIC; they arc essential to any studies of ERIC; some are appropriate for 
classroom use in the teaching of ERIC; they are indicative of what aspects of ERIC are considered wcnth writing 
about 

Given their manifold uses, ERIC has attempted to maintain some degree of bibliographic control over the more 
substantive matCTials. Whenever possible, ERIC-related materials are acquired and entered into Three 
previous bibliographies of ERIC-related items have been produced, in 1978, 1985, and 1989. This is the fourth 
bibliography in this series and, unlike the others, fliis edition cumulates and supersedes all previous editions. 

PRIOR BIBLIOGRAPfflES 

The first bibliography (ED-169 955) contained 269 entries and covered the period 1964-1978, It was not Umited 
to items found in the ERIC database and contained some 80 items that did not have ED or EJ accession numbers. 
It was arranged by Personal Author. Abstracts were not provided and there were no indexes. 

The second bibliography (ED-262 784) contained 131 entries and covered the six-year period 1979-1984. In 
order to be able to provide abstracts and indexes, an effort was made to accession into the ERIC database every item 
found so that the ERIC computer system could be used to produce its own bibUography. In the end there were only 
35 items that could not be or had not yet been accessioned for one reason or another. These were listed in an 
"Addendum** to the bibliography. Many of these items later entered the database. 

The third bibliography (ED-308 874) contained 107 entries announced during the four-yeffl* period 1985-1988 
and foUowed the same methodology. All items found were accessioned into ERIC and there was no need for an 
addendum. Full ERIC recoids were printed, including abstract and index terms, in order to make apparent the 
relevance of each item to ERIC. The standard ERIC indexes (Subject, Personal Author, Institution/Sponsor) covered 
all items in the bibUogr^hy . Entries were arranged by their ERIC accession number (ED for documents announced 
in Resources in Education (RIE); EJ for journal articles announced in Current Index to Journals in Education 
(CUE)), with the ED accessions appearing first

PRESENT BIBLIOGRAPHY 

Because the three prior bibliogr^hies forced today's researcher to look inconvenienUy in three different places, 
because some of the earlier items that had not originaUy had accession numbers later acquired them, and because 
some historically useful prevursor documents were newly identified, it was decided to make this "fourth edition" a 
superseding cumulation of the citations found to date. 

Therefore, this bibliography represents the results of a comprehensive search for documents about ERIC 
published during the period 1960-1992 (33 years) and contains a total of 689 citations (574 to items in the database 
and 115 to items not in the database). This bibliography adds 182 new citations from the four-year period 1989-1992 
to those already cited in prior Ubliographies. 
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If an item appeared in an earlier bibliography, the general tendency was to accept it for the cumulation even 
though the passage of time may have revealed it to be qrfiemerai or even obsolete. The only items appearing in prior 
bibliogn^hies in Oiis series that were systematically deleted from this edition were references to standard ERIC 
products, such as the Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors and the Directory of Information Service Providers, that were 
probably inappropriate inclusions to begin with. 

Each new item found has been screened for suitability. Items that are little more than news announcements have 
been eliminated, as have items of poor quality, bibliogr^es based on ERIC accessions (but without other ERIC 
relevance), repetitive brochures explaining the well-known basic facts about ERIC, and general material on the 
dissemination of educational R&D, but without sufficient ERIC connection. 

Because of the large size of the resultant bibliogrsq[)hy, it was decided to arrange it in descending order of 
accession number, thereby bringing the most recent material to the firant and the older material to the back. The very 
oldest records appear (at the back) in all upper case, since that was the way the ERIC database was constructed in 
its earliest years. The span of time (over 30 years) covered by the reouds in this bibliography can lead to occasional 
minor indexing anomalies as some terms (Descriptors^Identifiers) used in the early years have been either 
discontinued or replaced by other terms, with botii old and new versions showing up simultaneously in the Subject 
Index for this publication. 

Also because of the size it was felt important to highlight some of the key substantive items that one might look 
at today if studying ERIC. This has been done by placing a star (i^) adjacent to the accession number in the resume 
section. 

Users of this bibliography are invited to help us keep up-to-date with respect to writings about ERIC. We 
would welcome copies of relevant documents or journal articles. If that is not convenient, we will settle for citations.

This survey, which was conducied in 1991, was 
designed to assess the education information needs 
of respondents, as well as the extent of their use of 
(Educational Resources Information Center), 
ERIC, their evaluation of ERIC services and prod- 
ucts, and their suggestions for system improvement 
and expansion. The 1,184 respondents who com- 
pleted a 21-quc8tion survey included administra- 
tors, classroom teachers, policymakers, education 
researchers, graduate students, and others. Their re- 
sponses showed a high degree of familiarity with 
ERIC; librarians were the user group with the high- 
est degree of ERIC recognition; the two most com- 
mon ways to Icam about ERIC were through 
courses or inscrvice training and through the li- 
brary; over half of the rcspondimts had used ERIC 
Clearinghouses; over a third had written documents 
in the database; and a large number were unfamiliar 
with or knew about but did not use the ERIC Docu- 
ment Reproduction : wice. Well over half of the 
respondents who had done ERIC searches rated 
each type of search service-online, CD-ROM, and 
printed or microfiche indexe»-as "Very Helpful." 
Both RIE and CUE received particularly high rat- 
ings. Research was the most common purpose for 
daubase use, and school adminiitrators were the 
most diverse in their tise.

Subject indexing in ERIC is performed by subject 
specialists across 16 geographically dispersed ERIC 
Clearinghouses, each responsible for a different 
niche or aspect of educational information. This 
phenomenon, combined with the broadness of the 
education field and variability of terminology 
ther*;in, has led to the development at the Clearing- 
houses of some unique indexing applicaiions and 
patterns that are particularly suitable for retrieving 
their own particular subsets of the educational liter- 
ature. However, Qearinghousc scope areas (areas of 
coverage) are not isolated entities, and any given 
scope area can overlap with others on any given 
document Indexcrs handling documents with scope 
overlaps need to be aware and have access to the 
indexing practices of others outside their immediate 
field of expertise. This handbook was designed to 
satisfy these needs. It contains summaries of 
in-house, scope-specific indexing practices, Qear- 
inghouse-by-Clcaringhouse, prepared by the index- 
ing supervjsor(s) at each Qearinghouse. Routine 
updates are anticipated as Clearin^ouses refine or 
expand their instructions for new indexers or as the 
oystem as a whole changes.

The technical report or "fugitive" literature col- 
lected by ERIC is produced using a wide variety of 
printing techniques, many formats, and variable de- 
grees of quality control. Since the documents pro- 
cessed by ERIC go on to be microfilmed and 
reproduced in microfiche and paper copy for sale to 
users, it is essential that the ERIC document proces- 
sor prepare the document in such a way that a repro- 
duced copy of it is a readable and saleable product. 
The kinds of problems requiring document prepara- 
tion for filming may be divided into three catego- 
ries: (1) Physical problems with the pages or 
sections of the document (e.g., missing pages, over- 
size pages, etc.); (2) Legibility or reproducibility 
problems with the type, inks, papers, figures, etc.; 
(3) "Technical" problems having to do, for example, 
with the availability of information external to the 
document, copyrighted segments of documents, re- 
quest to change documents, etc. This manual pro- 
vides guidance to ERIC document processors in 
how best to prepare a document to be filmed and 
how to cope with a wide variety of specific problems 
that commonly occur: window covers, vinyl bind-

The purpose of this Miction is to specify the proce- 
dure for making changes to the ERIC daubasc after 
the data involved have been announced in the ab- 
stract journals RIE or CUE. As a matter of general 
ERIC policy, a document or journal article is not 
re-announced or re-entered into the database as a 
new accession for the purpose of accomplishing a 
change to iu record (e.g., a Level of Availability 
change). It is not desirable to create essentially du- 
plicate records in the database because of the long 
term adverse effect of such duplicates on retrieval 
activities. It is preferable to make a change to an 
existing record and to see that the daubase files 
distributed to vendors are eventually updated with 
such changed records.

Comprehensive rules, guidelines, and examples 
are provided for use by ERIC indexers and lexicog- 
raphers in creating and using Identifiers, and in de- 
veloping and maintaining the ERIC Identifier file 
via the "Identifier Authority List GAL)." Identifiers 
and the lAL are defmed /described: Identifiers are 
highly specific entities, including most proper

The Committee on the Federal Role in Education 
Research (CFRER), convened by the National 
Academy of Sciences (N AS), studied the structure, 
operations, and functioning of the Office of Educa- 
tional Research and Improvement (OERI) in the 
Department of Education and the organizations it 
supports, and reviewed the roles of other agencies 
and the overall research needs of U.S. education. 
The United Sutes is currently committed to educa- 
tion reform, in which the OERI may play a major 
role. The examination of the OERI found an agency 
severely challenged by external difficulties as well 
as internal problems. External problems include 
public conflicts about education and funding. Inter- 
nal problems include a weak advisory council and 
frequent administrative turnover. Uneven quality 
control, limited coordination among OERI offices, 
and poor information dissemination are flaws that 
should be overcome. The CFRER concludes that 
the OERI should be rebuilt CFRER recommenda- 
tions arc rrouped according to: (1) governance; (2) 
organization and functions; (3) operations; and (4) 
funding. To accomplish its redefined functions, the 
OERI should receive a substantial funding increase.

To date, 
approximately 14% of the reviewed documents have 
been rejected and 38% transferred to other clearing- 
houses. Major review criteria include relevance and 
timeliness, methodology, and effectiveness of pri- 
sentation. This study was conducted during Novem- 
ber and December of 1988; 17 measurement 
specialists acted as external reviewers of the 
ERIC/TM review process. Thirty documents were 
selected from among those reviewed previously by 
the clearinghouse; 20 of these were randomly se- 
lected from a group of documents that had been 
accepted since June 1988. In addition, 10 docu- 
ments r^ected since August 1988 were selected.

The Library of Educational Documentation in 
Florence, Italy began work in 1 980 on the esublish- 
ment of an educational documentation system for 
Italy.

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A series of workshops was conducted to enhance 
the information management capability of organiza- 
tions maintaining complete files of ERIC (Educa- 
tional Resources Information Center) materials, 
such as microfiche collections, indexes, and related 
materials. Invitations to attend meetings in their 
respective regions were extended to 677 organiza- 
tions which have standing orders to receive most 
ERIC materials. Twenty-six regional workshops 
were conducted from November, 1978, through 
July, 1979, by the staffs of all sixteen ERIC Qear- 
inghouses. The ERIC Clearinghouse on Adult, Ca- 
reer, and Vocational Education served as the 
administrative agent for the implementation of the 
project The project resulted in two principal out- 
comes: (1) the provision of information manage- 
ment service to eighty- two percent of ERIC's 
Standing Order Customers (SOCs) in the United 
States and its territories and (2) the acquisition of 
valuable information on the characteristics and 
needs of those SOCs. Certain consistencies among 
the comments and opinions of workshop partici- 
pants were observed in several areas, including the 
following: SOC concerns about ERIC tools and ma- 
terials; the channels of communication between 
SOCs and ERIC; SOC use of ERIC resources; and 
needs for expanded ERIC service to SOCs. (Sum-

Because 
documents may be viewed at any of the ERIC mi- 
crofiche collecdns, a directory of microfiche collec- 
tions in all states with a significant Indian 
population is appended Also included is informa- 
tion on how to order documents &om the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service. Names of Ameri- 
can Indian organizations and publications as well as 
federally recognized Indian groups are also included 
in the appendix along with a glossary of ERIC ter- 
minology.

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The experiences with ERIC which are profiled for 
three public school systems reflect speciJRc user re- 
quirements in different environments. In "Meeting 
Professional Education Information Needs: A Pro- 
file of How the Alexandria. Virginia City Public 
Schools Use the ERIC System," Dale Brown dis- 
cusses the types of searches used by administrators 
and teachers at the city school system level. Patricia 
Mautino, in "Watch ERIC Growl" describes three 
levels of ERIC use in New York State, through the 
Educational F^ograms and Studies Information Ser- 
vice (EPSIS), which provides state-wide support, 
the Board of Cooperative Educational Services 
(60CES) at the county level, and individual user 
services at the school level The use of microforms 
at East Detroit High School is discussed in Lewis 
Saks' article, 'The Little Grey Cells, The Little 
Black Cards: An Approach to ERIC Microfiche," as 
well as a recent study done by Pat Gilmore which 
surveyed the use and knowledge of ERIC by teach- 
ers in the East Detroit School system. (RAO) 
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Designed to be of assistance to the new ERIC 
user, this glossary provides brief definitions of more 
than 60 terms associated with the ERIC dau base 
and the search process. These include titles of in- 
dexes, agencies, and acronyms peculiar to ERIC as 
well as terms used to describe computer search 
strategy. A directory of ERIC network compo- 
nents-including the 16 clearinghouse*- is also pro- 
vided.

One facet of the information analysis and dissemi- 
nation program of the Educational Resources Infor- 
mation Center (ERIQ includes newsletters issued 
by the ERIC clearin^ouses.

This part 
(Pan 3) OF Volume IV contains profiles oi five 
diffusion projects along with information that de- 
scribes the development of the profiles, explains 
how to read the profiles, and includes a glossary of 
common profile terms.

As the New York ERIC liaison, the New York Sute 
Research Coordinating Unit (RCU) has actively in- 
corporated the ERIC system into its service-ori- 
ented functions. To establish a network for the 
effective dissemination of ERIC resource materials 
the RCU enlisted the cooperation of 32 institutions 
within the State, each having an ERIC microfiche 
collection, microfiche readers, and a subscription to 
"Research in Education" (RIE). The establishment 
of this network has led to three phases of operation: 
(1) the input phase-documents received by RCU 
are evaluated and sent to Central ERIC for possible 



inclusion in the ERIC system, (2) the output 
phase-provides availability of information to local 
educators in New York, and (3) the utilization 
phase.
